IN SHANSI 


Irrigation projects which might 
bring to south-west Shansi a wel- 
‘come prosperity are outlined by Mr. 
©. J. Todd ina report submitted 
last month to the Shansi Water Con 
servaney Commission, under General 
Hsu “Yung-chang. ‘The report is, 
based on surveys recently made 
under the auspices of the China 
International Relief Commission. 
‘Those surveys are supplementary to 
the main surveys for water conser- 
vaney in the province. ‘Their chief 
object is to furnish cheap power to 
pump water for irrigating plateau. 
lands in the Hotung region of south 
west Shansi and to furnish low 
priced power for industrial develop 
Jment along the Fen Ho. The proj- 
jects comprise the installation of 
hydro-electric plants of 50,000 horse 
power at the Yellow River Falls, of 
1,400 horsepower at the Kwang Sheng 
[Sze Springs, of 400 horsepower at, 
‘the Chu Wo Falls and 250 horse- 
power at the Chintze Springs. They 
also include pumping plants at Ho- 
tung of 265,400 gallons per minute, 
at Yumenkou of 8,623 gallons per 
minute and at Lungmenchu of 134,- 
‘640 gallons per minute, The biggest 
project is obviously ‘that at the 
Yellow River Falls. It would rival 
many large undertakings of the same 
kind in Europe, Africa and America. 
‘The total cost of the installation is 
‘estimated at about $7,000,000 with 
‘annual charges on completion of 
about $990,000. Mr. Todd estimates 
that within five years the whole of 
this new power at the Yellow River 
Falls would be economically absorb- 
ed. The other projects are similar- 
ly examined in detail. They afford 
‘2 fascinating study and if the various 
‘authorities concerned can be induced 
to raise the necessary funds, the 
adoption of Mr. Todd's schemes, sub- 
ject to the customary investigation 
[by independent experts, might well 
‘be taken into serious consideration.

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‘The recovery of morale which’ 
General Chiang Kai-shek hopes 
to bring about through the New 
Life Movement is essentially a 
‘theme for consideration on the 
threshold of a New Year. It helps 
to bring into focus the problems 
which confront the Government of 
China and the people for whom 
that Government should be work- 
ing. When regard is had to the 
revolutionary character of the 
régime which, whether in Canton, 
‘Nanking or Peking, is bearing the 
burden of what, before 1912, was 
Imperial Sovereignty over ‘some 
400,000,000 people, the wonder is, 
not that so little has been achieved 
in the way of unifying the 
country’s political outlook, but that 
anything has been solidly’ perform- 
ed at all. It is justly pointed out 
that Nanking’s writ does not run 
through the length and breadth of 
the land, It is known that Prov- 
inces do that which is right in 
their own eyes, that lawlessness 
Years its head perilously close to 
the Capital itself, that personal 
feuds are relentless in blocking 
the way to common effort in the 
public weal, that the very fabric 
of the agricultural economy on 
which the life of the people ri 
has been sorely shaken, if not al 
most destroyed. Yet that is not 
merely the measure of the task 
which the leaders of the country 
are attempting; It ts also a tribute 
to the courage of those of them 
who, unafraid, continue to bear 
themselves bravely on the very 
crest of tho revolutionary wave. 
Even the friendly critic cannot 
fall to note the persistence of poli- 

\ tleat dissensions which, admittedly, 
prevent effective national action. 

Fairness compels recognition of the 
magnitude of the operation re- 
quired to obtain coherent expres- 
sion for the aspirations of so vast 
@ number of people, in so vast 
territory and with so vast a dif 
ference in needs, standards and 
qualities, 

This country, reliant on thou- 
sands of years of tradition and ex- 
perience, has to tackle modern tm- 
acts on age-old methods. It can- 
ot shut itself off from the rest of 
the world, while it is composini 
its disparities. It has to. marshal 
the new in a rough-and-ready 
alliance with the archaic. Casual- 
ly, for example, it is announced 
that, before long, the air-service 
from Shanghai to’ Chengtu willbe 
carried further into Tibet and 
Lhasa. How remarkable would 
that prosaic aerial extension ap- 
pear to those who regard the 
mysteries of the Tibetan plateau ay 
part of that higher politics to be 
Sedulously veiled from the vulgar 
gaze? When the aeroplane has 

» tom down the veil, can the higher 

politics remain obscure, remote 
and oracular? General Chiang 
Kai-shek and his colleagues show 
no signs of dismay. They have 
‘been represented at Lhasa in te 
past year. ‘They know that Tibet 
is beginning a new régime; they 
do not hesitate to look to it for 
closer relations with Nanking. 
And, if the aeroplanes’ Journey is 
feasible there Is every reason to 
applaud their foresight. It will 
provide another illustration of the 
rapidity with which air communi- 
cation is breaking down naticnal 
barriers and opening up new ways 
to understanding. China herself 
hhas made no mean use of the air- 
route 2nd the matter-of-fact ser- 
vice which the American pilots and 
Chinese co-pilots of the Chna Na- 
tional Aviation Corporation have 
rendered in developing air-sense in 
this country deserves a special 
tribute of gratitude. 

But neither General Chiang Kal- 
shek nor the other responsibie 
leaders of political thought will be 
content with this symbol of 
‘modernity. China has to be led| 
eautiously and surely along the 
































path of reconstruction. The New 
jLife Movement, adopting appro- 
riately the treasured maxims of 
China's greatest sage, seeks to 
Jeave the lump with the yeast of 
vivid self-discipline. ‘Those who 
teach have themselves to be taught, 
Jand it is to the credit of the Gen- 
jeralissimo that, in his own special 
department of’ the administration, 
he is essaying the valuable task of 
imbuing his officers with the spirit 
of sacrifice and devotion. No-one 
can be blind to the mass of incon- 
sistency and irrelevant obscuran- 
tism which has to be breached for 
the passage of the regenerating 
doctrine. China may well ask this 
favour of outside opinion: it should 
be tolerant, it should show patienee, 
it should be diffident in pressing 
precept upon her notice. ‘Too 
long, China might say, has this 
country been treated as the whip- 
ping boy of a petulant world It 
ts time to give more sympathetic 
attention to the great qualities of 
her people and to the amazing dif- 
ficulties which those qualities. sue- 
ceed in overcoming. Who has 
travelled even a few thousand 
‘miles into the interior and has not 
somehow learnt to appreciate the 
indomitable courage of the peasant 
backbone of the civilization rur- 
tured on the broad bosom of the 
Yangtze? Is it not worth while 
opening up the communications, 
whether by railways, roads or air, 
for the greater economic stability 
of such a people? As the New 
Year dawns, full of anxieties and 
doubts, China has a right to expect 
from those who traffic here and, 
therefore, are bound in some way 
to give her service, the bare tribute 
Jot comradely sympathy. It is 
Mlogical to insist on pointing out 
manifest defects and shortcomings 
In her leaders and at the same 
time to withhold recognition of 
Jachievements truly recorded or 
}goodwill sincerely expressed. Mis- 
trust and suspicion arise from in- 
veterate scepticism. The New Year 
Jdemands of China's friends, not the 
blind adulation of a desperat 
‘optimism, but the discriminating 
study of her problems in the light 
of actual progress made. She is 
junafraid; they, too, should be un- 
‘afraid in assisting her to. march 
with the rest of the world to eco-

First Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei declared that the Gov- 
Jernment would on no account 
jconsider such “impracticable mea- 
sures” as the “nationalization of 
silver" or the “devaluation of the 
Jdollar.” Now General Chiang Kai- 
jshek has emphatically shown his 
desire to dot the i's and cross the 
Ys of the previous official pro- 
nouncement. The Generalissimo 
does rot usually intervene in finan- 
cial matters. He regards them as 
Joutside his province. His clear 
association of his own authority 
with that of Mr. Wang Ching-wel 
should, therefore, be peculiarly 
satisfactory to Dr. H. H. Kung 
whose difficult position | evokes. 
sympathy and whose firmness in 
resisting specious proposals for 
short-cuts to safety has, therefore, 
been rewarded. Dr. Kung hisaself 
has been blunt in his latest official 
reference to the rumour-monvers, 
He indicates that, where detected, 
such mischievous folk wilt be 
suitably dealt with in order to 
preserve stability in the financial 
market. It may be suggested that 
this invitation can be most effec- 
tively accepted by following up 
lines of evidence which the re- 
sources of his department should 
not find it diMcult to develop.

He 
might ‘consider Sir Arthur's sug- 
gestion for the attraction of foreign 
capital as a relatively quicker 
remedy, but, no doubt, he also 
realizes that that device must 
depend for its success on the 
restoration of a greater degreo of 
ublic confidence than it is possible 
at the moment to command.

Foreign and Chinese commercial 
interests should be linked in a 
common; desire to carry China 
safely through a serious, but not | 
unmanageable, period of economic 
strain. Without examining too 
‘closely the tendencies which have

OPIUM PROBLEMS

subject of admonition for many 
pens during the last hundred 
years. When in doubt, the esta 
ist turns to opium, with or without 
apologies to De Quincey. When 
not in doubt the leader-writer in-

Jopium for other than medical pur- 
poses. China seems very remote 
{from these considerations. Just as 


traffic in China appear to have 
fuittle relation to the facts nere, 
Opium is objected to by public 
jopinion in China as a drug which 
is definitely harmful to those who, 
become addicts to its use in some 
form or other. ‘The younger 
/generation of China may not take 
to opium as freely as its pre- 
decessors but it does unfortunately 
run the risk of succumbing to the 
blandishments of the sellers of an 
even more harmful drug, heroin, 
‘The market for opium is large, 
‘Canton and Shanghai are the chief 
customers for Yunnan and Sze- 
jchuan, respectively. OMcially the 
production and sale of opium are 
against the law. Actually a num- 
‘ber of provinces depend on the 
revenue derived from the sale of 
opium. Kweichow, for example, 
is estimated to derive over 60 per 
‘cent. of its revenue from the tra 
‘sit dues on the opium passing 
‘through that Province from Yun- 
nan to Canton. The sale of opium. 
in public is prohibited. Ant!-arug 
regulations have been promulgated. 
‘They have lately been made more 
drastic. 

‘The death penalty, urder 
these regulations, can be awarded 
to manufacturers and transporters 

“noxious drugs”, to dealers in 
such drugs, to persons who pro- 
vide drug’ injections or keep a 
place for smoking drugs, to 
Jaddicts, who having been subycct- 
ed to 'a “cure” relapse into the 
habit, to officials who protect or 
receive bribes from offenders and 
to persons who “make false ac- 
jcusations against others.” The 
Nanking Anti-Narcotic — Com- 
mittee reports that 204 persons 
have been executed for drug- 
Jdealing during the past year. This 
Jdoes not take into account the 
Jexecutions of “uncured” addicts to 
Jwhich occasional references are 
made in the press. In Kiangsu a 
kind of government monopoly of the 
sale of opium exists. It seems to be. 
the soundest way of dealing with 
8 commodity, the production of| 
which cannot be stopped, under 
present conditions, by the’ general 
issue of a prohibition. At Porch,

‘The policy of prohibi- 
tion is a handicap and a definite 
source of confusion, ‘The pro- 
mulgation of stringent laws. to 
penalize traMickers and addicts is 
in a sense a formal recogni- 
tion of the propriety of abolition 
for whieh, now, a _ six-year 
plan is proposed. '‘The treatment 
of addicts in specially prepared 
‘clinics is obviously a proper 
‘course. It cannot be expected to 
‘touch more than a fringe of the 
sufferers. The execution method 
does not commend itself to the 
practical mind which—leaving 
humanitarian considerations out of 
account—is apt to point the finger 
of blame more firmly to the traf- 
ficker, the gangster and the “dope 
king"! China possesses medical 
experts who can fully advise the 
authorities on the subject of addie- 
Mion to drug-taking. She hag fin- 
ancial experts who can suggest 
the slow but certain process by 
{which the revenue from opium 
jean be  replaced—after several 
yeare—by other and more respect- 
able ‘collections. She has at the 
hhead of affairs’ men and women 
[who are earnestly desirous of en- 
forcing the moral objections to In- 
dulgence of the — drug-tarer’s 
jhabits. They, taking into thelr 
fconfidence the practical men of 
medicine and finance, can surely 
‘work to end the present medley of 
paradoxes. No spectacular feat 
can be performed, for uncomfurt- 
able facts have to be admitted, 
faced and allowed to work out 
their own damnation, But, at 
least, there would be a prospect of 
terminating the depressing camou- 
fage, inconsisteney, contradictions 
‘and self-deceptions’ which hamper 
the zealons reformer and adminis~ 
trator alike,

‘At Edmonton there lies buried, 
in the spot which he had chosen 
only a fortnight before, Charles 
Lamb. He died there a’ hundred 
years ago to-day. Much has been 
‘written of late concerning him, but 
on this centenary of his passing it 
is impossible to withhold a further 
tribute. He has had for his bio- 
‘grapher the gentle essayist whom 
the present age knows as E. V. L. 
He himself was a gentle essayist 
almost beyond compare. He was 
essentially English and a Londoner 
to boot. “He was etucated in Lon- 
don’s own school—now removed 
to the rusticity of Sussex but in 
his time still in Newgate Street 
where it had been placed by the 
bounty of King Edward VI. And 
if ever there were a typical pro- 
duct of “Housey”, it were the 
whimsical Elia whose scholarship 
and spirit of detachment derived 
‘their strength from the cloisters of 
Christ's Hospital and the traditions 
which it is hoped the Grecians 
still cherish at Horsham. Lamb 

described himself as a 
“Methodist-parson-looking, middle 
seized figure in sober, rust 
brown coat, knee breeches and 
gaiters” 

His schoolfellow Coleridge averred 

that Lamb's 
“genius is talent, and his talent is 
genius, and his heart is as whole 
and one as his head”

Having faithfully accounted tor 
the first charge on his waking 
hours, the care of his sister, he went 
his own way threading a world of 
storm and stress and fussy ambl- 
tions and literary rivatries ‘without 
looking to the right, or left, .. 

‘That was Charles Lamb, the clerk 

‘at the East India Office, the pen~ 

sioner, at the age of fifty, of the 

Honourable the East India Com- 
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pang, and the writer of endufable 
English prose. He loved his Lon- 
don, he loved good cheer in his 
modest way, he loved his fellow- 
‘men, ‘Though the places which he 
knew have undergone the me- 
‘tamorphosis of modernity, he 
seems to be still m keeping with 
‘them. For his genius hovers road 
them in. its unalterable appeal. 
‘Who is there who does not 
revere the rigours of the play of 
the lamented Sarah Battle? Who 
has not, revelled in the dissertation 
‘on Roast Pig? Who ever sces the 
yellow legs, the blue gown and the 
Whitebands of the hatless  Biue- 
coat schoolboy without thinking 
instantly of Charles Lamb? The 
‘massive Macaulay—matchless wri- 
ter of classic uld_ turn 
aside from castigating Mr. Robert 
‘Montgomery to throw a bouquet in 
the direction of the humble Lon- 
doner, Macaulay could not endorse 
Lamb's tolerant affection for the 
fantasiés of the seventeenth con- 
tury dramatists and, had therefore, 
to wash his hands ‘of what he was 
pleased to call sophistry. | Never- 
theless he could not find it In his 
heart to leave the criticism un- 
qualified, It 1s pleasant to think 
that the great intellect was able to 
detect the fine craftsman as well as 
to drop for the nonce into senti- 
ment, albeit the ponderous first 
person plural had to be used: 
We admire his genius; w 
the ikind nature which appe 
> all -bis writings; and we 
‘his memory as much as if we had 
known him personally... 
‘The whig historian earns well- 
deserved applause for that sign of 
grace and geniality. The gift of 
writing, even in these days of 
mechanical alds—the typewriter, 
the stenographer and the rest—is 
not to be lightly treated. When 
time meliows the paper, or per- 
chance exposes it to the ravages of 
decay, the thought that that gift 
has been employed to please rather 
than vex, to entertain rather than 
instruct,-to inspire rather than 
dictate, is what the true craftsman 
‘would’ like to xrve. No-one 
could find that wish better fulfilled 
in his writings than Charles Lamb. 
‘Here in Shanghai, it should be 
possible to appreciate the Imagini 
tive genius of the London essayist. 
His urban surroundings were no 
fetters for his spirit. He habitual 
ly .gave his mind that freedom 
which enabled it to roam away 
from his dingy desk to the dream~ 
land of his kind. Yet, even though 
he could wander thus as far as the 
Great Wall of China, he retained 
his hold on the London close at 
hand. So chimney-sweepers, ac- 
tors, the old benchers of the Inner 
‘Temple and quakers all received 
the touch of his sympathetic brush 
as he portrayed their lineaments 
in his essays. He deftly tiltet at 
popular fallacies. He could not 
avold the homely pun, any more 
than he would refuse that genial 
glow which came from his favour- 
te potation, sometimes too lavish 
ly indulged, “He was so modest in 
his ways that few thought of 
troubling to make of him a person~ 
ality in his life-time. Yet he has 
left on record friendly notes of 
those who were his colleagues, ac~ 
quaintances and playmates. He 
did not fail to allow his honest 
belief in human liberty to find ex- 
pression. He was careless of the 
consequences but he never lost his 
sense of humour. He could not be 
carried into extremes, for the 
sheer humanity of him made that 
impossible. In a sense he was no 
professional writer, His best work 
was done when he was earning his 
daily pittance as a quill-driver at 
the desk, By that account his art 
was the more exquisite perhaps. 
He did not have to measure it by 
the rigid standards of mere gain. 
‘Thus it seemed that he wrote 
because it pleased him. And, the 
more the triumph his, what he 
‘wrote has given infinite pleasure 
to successive generations. It will 
continue so to do as long as the 
English language lasts. Weaknesses 
he had—did he not confess them 
frankly? But he also had virtues 
which, till time fades, will always 
win discerning acclaim. He be- 
lieved in his fellow-men and he 
was not ashamed to dream 
dreams. ‘That they came true only 
in the world built of his fecund 
imagination was his consolation 
and bis reward.- He did not keep 
his. gifts for his own adornment; 
he, bequeathed them to the inspira 
> tion of posterity. Let him spe: 
But it fs time to close—night's 
‘wheels are rattling fast over me— 





























it is proper to have done with this’ 
solemn mockery. Reader, what if 
T have been playing with thee all 
this while?—peradventure the very 
names, which T have summened 
up before thee, are fantastic—un- 
substantial—like Henry Pimpernel, 
and old John Naps of Greece:—Be 
satisfled that something answering 
to them has had a being. Their 
importance is from the past.

IN RUSSIA NOW 


‘The ruthlessness with which the 
Russian Soviet Government is re- 
oried to be handling the investiga- 
tions of the plot leading to the as- 
sassination of M. Kirov, a close 
friend of BM. Stalin, It would seem 
that the, murder was the outcome of 
dissatisfaction within the Communist 
Party and it cannot, therefore, be 
attributed to the bourgeoisie which 
hhas usually been the target for So- 
viet attacks. Nevertheless, apparent- 
ly reliable reports have indicated that 
executions on a grand scale have 
already’ taken place. So much 
so. that the British Labour 
Party is understood to have been 
shocked andto have issued a re~ 
‘monstrance. Moscow is not in the 
east Tikely to trouble about the sus~ 
ceplibllities of the British Labour 
Party although that organization has 
been notoriously solicitous for Mos 
cow and has assiduously criticized 
‘any measures designed to prevent 
Soviet propaganda from interfering 
in the affairs of Great Britain. A 
piquant development fas now been 
Fevealed in the trial of M, Zinoviet 
for complicity in the murder of M. 
Kirov. Perhaps the scales are fall- 
ing from. the eyes of some of Mos- 
cow's British admirers. Until fuller 
information be available it is im- 
possible to ascertain how far un- 
easiness on M. Zinovief's account is 
Justiied. Meanwhile it is permis 
le to record the view that terrorist 
methods of government are bad 
‘whether they be adopted by Red, 
Green, Black or Brown politicis 
in fact they are not methods of 
government at all, but sheer fanatical 
brutality such as gangsters employ. 
If realization of that fact spreods, 
the eventual recovery of the world 
from its present restless nightmare 
‘may be nearer than it is sometimes 
possible to believe. 


YOUTHS’ TRAINING CENTRES 


Although there has been consider- 
able improvement in trade and com~ 


over the resistance success‘ully 
made to adversity. Gloom may 
have been pertinacious but greater 
pertinacity has been shown by the 
human will to survive—perhaps 
the cussedness of man’s refusal to 
lie down even though, by all the 
canons of the collected lore of 
ages, he ought to be dead.

consequently less unemployment, the 
problem of the out-of-work is far 
from being. solved. ‘This is parti- 
jcularly the case as regards the 
juveniles. Every yoar tho schools 
turn out between half and three- 
Jquarters of a million boys and girls, 
many of whom would, in the or- 
‘dinary course of events, be absorbed 
‘by industry. Now industry cannot 
‘absorb them all. In some cases they 
grow up without iaving had either 
the training or discipline that 
regular’ work gives, and they run 
the risk of demoralization from a 
social point of view. Fortunately 
‘the Juvenile ‘Training Centres are 
now dealing with 2 considerable 
[proportion of the unemployed youth 
of the country. Here the boys and 
girls are given training in a variety 
‘of occupations. ‘They are also given 
exereises in physical culture and 
taught to keep themselves fit in body 
‘and. mind. Another valuable result 
of the training of young people in 
these centres is that their outlook is 
widened. In many of the areas 
where unemployment 1s most rife, 
the older people have the strongest 
objection to leaving thelr own dis 
trlets for distant places where con- 
ditions are more favourable, or even 
to change their occupations. They 
suffer, or enjoy, family trade tradi- 
tions, and they cannot bear to think 
of completely changing thelr jobs 
fand thelr mode of life, and settling 
down in distant places. ‘The boys 
fand girls who are now getting more 
varled training and experience in 
the juvenile centres are getting a 
wider outlook on life, so that, when 
thelr training is completed, they will 
form a. more mobile section of 
labour than do thelr parents. 


GREAT BRITAIN'S FINANCES 


‘The financial strength of Great] 
Britain is reflected in the mass of 
money which is now available for} 
industrial expansion and develop-| 
ment, In October more money was| 
invested in industrial concerns. than| 
in any ‘other single month for the| 
pest four years. Statistics show that] 
the total value of new issues in, the| 
“City” was 223,446,000. In effect] 
this means that on every working] 
day on the Stock Exchange industry 
secured a million pounds. For some 
time there was a Treasury ban on| 
new capital issues. The intention of| 
this was to prevent the flight. of| 
capital to. foreign countries. Then| 
the ban was lifted. Meanwhile 1 

sums had accumulated on deposit, 
waiting to be invested. Now these] 
millions are available tor industry. 
But they are only available because| 
of the confidence of the investing| 
public in British industry, and how| 
Strong is that confidence’ may be| 
judged from the fact of the 
gum invested in new capital issues 
in October, £20,764,000 was . for} 
industry in the ' United Kindom| 
£226,000 in India, Ceylon and other 
British countries, "and £156,000 in} 
foreign countries. Last year was a] 
record year for new companies| 
registered with 11,384; while this 
year there is already evidence that| 
a new record will be created, the| 
figures so far indicating that there| 
will be an increase of 1,000 on last} 
year, ‘Meanwhile there has been | 
Considerable advance in the price of 
Government Securities, practically| 
every one of which has | increased| 
fin value of ate, and a further inter-| 
testing feature of the present financial} 
Sclivity is that there is a steady 
Bow of foreign money to London. 


GROWING POSTAL ACTIVITY 


Scientife discoveries and advances 
such as-wireless communication and 
transport by motor vehicles and by 
air have revolutionized many fields 
‘of human activity, but to none have 
they brought a more profound change 
‘and growth than to the activities of 
the British Post Office. Figures men- 
tioned by the Postmaster General in 
connection with the many depart- 
ments under his control may almost 
be described as “astronomical.” and 
only by the ald of mechanization of 
many activities have they been made | 
Possible. Over 6,700,000,000 | letters 
went through the ‘hands of the Post 
Office, which also distributed 153,000,- 
000 parcels. In the same period 
41500,000,000 telephone calls were 
made and 45,000,000 telegrams were 
fransmitted. ‘The Post Office has its 
own research station, where are 
Studied such problems as the in- 
uence of fog on electrical com- 
‘miunieation, Interference with wire- 
less’ reception by electrical plant of 
all descriptions, transmission of 
sounds, ete, all with a view to the 
perfection of services which are 

ready acknowledged to be a marvel 


























‘eficiency. The Post Office has 
fis own underground railway for the 
conveyance of mall only, 800 trains 
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dally running between various points 
of London. Among its innumerable 
other functions the Post Office also 
‘acts as a Savings Bank, with branches 
in every town and village through- 
‘out the country, the aggregate sum 
fof small’ investments at present in 
fis ‘Keeping amounting to the con- 
siderable figure of £349,000,000.

MODERN FOOD CANNING 

Comparatively speaking food can- 
ning Is @. youngster among the in- 
ustries of Great Britain, but it isa 
Jyoungster which grows at a tremen: 
Jaous pace. Intermittent attempts at 
preserving food by canning have in- 
Jdeed been made in this country for 
‘more than a hundred years, but as the 
‘English housewife "looked with 
suspicion on “things in tins", the 
Fnecessary domestic market for the 
Jencourayement of such enterprise was 
lacking, In this regard, as in so many 
others, ‘modern science has wrought 
fa change of outlook, with the result 
{that 200,000,000 tins "of British food- 
stuffs alone are now used annually 
jin Great Britain, The growth of the 
industry may be Judged from the fact 
that the canning factories during the 
Jpast five years have increased to four 
Rimes their previous number, and are 
now. giving employment to. $0,000 
[Wworkers. Whereas only a few years 
Jogo all canning machinery was im- 
ported, British plant is now employed 
Throughout the industry, and it hus 
proved so satisfactory’ that other 
feanning countries now order mach- | 
inery'from Ragland. At the Im. | 
pperial Fruit Show. recently held at 
Leicester, a British fruit canning 
plant at work formed a special 
feature. Visitors saw raw apples 
poured in at one end of the machine 
fand delivered at. the other end— 
peeled, cored, cooked and tinned at 
the rate of 70 tins per minute, Befo 
the closing of the Show one firm re- 
presented there had sold their entire 
production of this season's fruit and 
egetables, amounting to 18° milion 














MEMEL 

‘The admissions made by Nazis 
under arrest that they had plotted 
to seize control of the port of 
‘Memel on behalf of Germany appear 
to be little moro than a symptom. 
of what the authorities there may 
expect from time to time until the 
‘whole question of the administration. 
of -that area has been | reviewed. 
Memel is a_ port on’ the Baltic 
coast’ at ‘the mouth of the 
river Niemen, “It has a population 
fof about 25,000, which is almost ex- 
clusively German and has been 
since the thirteenth century. By. the 
terms of the Versailles Treaty the 
territory was ceded to the Allied and 
Associated Powers, who set up a 
Provisional administration in it that 
lasted three years, ‘Then Lithuania, 
regarding the port as an ‘essential 
Outlet, staged “a coup d'etat and. 
seized control. A commission ap- 
pointed by the League of Nations 
was appointed to look into the mat 
ter under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Norman Davis, now regarded as 
President Roosevelt's unofficial am~ 
bbassador. ‘This commission consti 
tuted Memel as a unit within the 6o- 
verelgnty of Lithuania with a clear 
ly defined measure of administrative 
‘and financial autonomy. ‘The popu 
lation of the country included in the 
‘Memel territory is almost entirely 
Lithuanian and has acquiesced in 
Lithuanian rule. In the port itself, 
however, the great German majority 
has never, allowed thelr association 
with the German people to be for~ 
gotten and there have been frequent 
disputes, some of which have been 
referred to the League for eettle- 
ment.

‘The Reds in north-west Hunan have 
threatened Shenchow but as far as 
we know have not yet entered the| 
ity. "Word came from  Changten 
recently that the presence of north~ 
fern solders in that section has. 
pacified the people, and fear of an 
Atlack on that City has been re- 
moved. 

‘An ‘ye witness to a struggle 
between a group of the Communists 
and provinelal soldiers reported to 
the writer recently that: “the Reds 
were’ poorly equipped, and were 
handicapped: by lack of ammunition. 
They did not not burn or kill, but 
they did find the rich and were able 
to get money and stores from them. 
One rich man near Kiaho could not 





produce what they called for, 
and was taken out and 
brutally killed. ‘The provincial 


soldiers did not seem to be anxious 
to follow too close, in fact the 
soldiers seemed to be just far enough 
behind to escape any real attacks.” 


Provinelal Silver Embargo 


‘There has been an embargo on silver 
leaving the province and provincial 
bank notes and all bank notes for 
that matter are at a discount. ‘Many’ 
people are becoming very wary of 
the notes and do not wish to take 
them. ‘The country people in most 
‘cases obsolutely refuse to accept 
them for their commodities. There 
are many rumours which might call 
for such carefulness on the part of 
the people, the most serious being! 
that a change in the Hunan govern- 
ment is soon to take place. 

‘There is no doubt that there are 
‘enough soldiers now in the province 
to deal with the Communists, but| 
raids from the west are already a| 
portent of what can be expected, if 
‘and when the Kiangsi Red forces 
join up with those already in the 
‘west Hunan borders will be scenes| 
of Red raids and a continual souree 
‘of trouble for a large part of the 
province. It is pot at all sure that 
the Reds have met with as great 
reverses as reported. Hunan is in| 
the midst of a very great economic 
stringeney, largely on account of 
the long drought of last Summer and| 
the resulting poor harvests.

QUIET PREVAILS IN 
YUNNAN 


Despite Communists in 
Adjacent Province 
Fron Cun Ows Commsroxoest 


Kangpu, Yun, Nov. 10, 

Whatever word’ may eveniually| 
‘come to us out here, of minor wars 
‘oF rumours of war, elsewhere in the| 
Province or on its Kweichow border, 
the political situation is most quiel| 
here now. From up" country we: 
hear that the Tibetans are. stil 
‘occupying Yenchin, and evidentally| 
are in no hurry to turn the salt 
wells back to the Chinese, until ot| 
unless they be reimbursed for the| 
loss of Derge (Beh Lu) to the| 
Chinese at the time when they were| 
gaining Yenchin. Many, if not most. 
‘Tibetans, are not enthusiastic about 
seeing eastern Tibet incorporated into 
the new Hsikang province. And some 
of them are saying that they find 
Tibetan taxes less burdensome than| 
former Chinese taxation. Down this|

Discouraged 


Washington, Dec. 28. 

Diplomatic papers showing that 
the United States tried to discourage 
Japan's financial activity in China 
for fear of subsequent military in- 
vasion, were published to-day by the 
Department of State. 

‘The papers covered the State De- 
partment’s policies and activities dur- 
ing the year 1919 before a stable 
government was established in China.

Dr. Smith is no stranger to the 
flora of China. Some years ago he

True there are lar 
quantities of ‘alluvial gold, and in 
spite of Buddha's Great Renuncia- 
ton, much of this precious metal has 
come into the hands of many of the 
poor incarnations, but compared with 
the gold flelds of Australia, South 
Africa, and Canada, Tibet has nothing 
to boast of. “For some reason Rubin

How-| 
ever the present rush along the! 
north Lhasa road may yet prove to

to the frontier wealth, peace, and| 
prosperity. According 16 reports this 
new gold field is the richest yet] 
discovered on the Tibetan trontiec| 
‘and an SOS, has come for mot 
‘diggers. At present there are some| 
hundreds of men at Sobo with large| 
numbers at Go-lo-to, Neemadrong, 
fand Gada, but the recent rush 's| 
lunprecedented in border history. 
Unfortunately many of these Chinese 
Gold diggers live a very precarious 
existence and thelr quarters at tho 
‘gold diggings are haunts of sickness! 

‘The present “find” lies| 
tan altitude of 12,000 feet and at 
this height the days are cold and the| 
nights are colder. ‘The diggers are! 
poorly clad in thin Chinese blue 
loth, though “many of them wear 
the heavy Tibetain woollen cloth. 
‘The Chinese digger's quarters are| 
characeristic of gold digger’s quarters| 
in every part of the world: a shack. 
and a shanty with numerous holes: 
and “plenty” openings. Under these 
very "unpleasant and unsavoury. 
conditions the Chinese gold diggers 
are working and apparently finding| 
‘much gold. 


‘Minor in Production 


The history of gold digging and 
washing in” Eastern ‘Tibet began 
twenty. Ave years ago when H. E. 
Chao Ri-feng introduced from the| 
north-eastern part of Szechuan. As| 
the gold rush at that time proved| 
a wash out the fine, strong, hardy| 
‘men from the north-east of the prov- 
ince remained on the border and 
when they failed to find the “tsai 
of wealth they planted the “tsai" ‘of!

become rich men on the frontier.

‘During the past two years, twenty 
new roads, having a total length of 
992 metres, have been con~ 
ted by the Bureau of Public 
Works, which has looked after the 
repalr’ of 110,598 metres of asphalt 
roads, gravel roads, sidewalks, ete. 

“The Bureau has dredged the Chien 
‘Hu Canal, the canal outside the Shui 
Hal Gate, constructed a dyke at Pa 
Kwal Chow, and planned the con~ 
struction of’ an embankment in the 
it commercial and industrial 
district, at Hsia Kwan, Considerable 
improvements have been made in 
‘municipal utilities and elty communi- 
tations. ‘The Mrst city waterworks 
company was inaugurated In April, 
1098, ‘There are more than 111 kllo- 
metres of water-pipes installed and 
more. than seventy waterstands 
selling city water to inhabitants 
for whom pipes have not been in~ 
stalled. The average daily output at 
present is 11,630 tons of water. 

‘There are 850 educational clacses, 
with 25,378 students, representing an 
Increase of almost 100 per cent. 
within the last two years. In order 
to promote mass education, there 
have been established ten day’ schools 
‘and 26 night schools for adults, and 
‘an educational institute for’ the 
farmers of Pa Kwal Chow.

HOW THE CHINESE LANGUAGE GREW 


Dr. Evan Morgan’s Interesting Address to the 
Rotary Club: “Visible Speech” 


“The origin and development of the} 
Chinese written characters” was the 
subject of the interesting address| 
given by Dr. Evon Morgan to mem- 
bers of the Shanghal Rotary Club ut 
the weekly tif n meeting at the| 
‘Metropole Hotel on ‘Thursday. 

In Ms address, Dr. Morgan said: 

Mr. Yinson Li suggested to me to) 
‘make a few observations on how the| 
foreigner looks on the Chinese writtea 
character, In a way the answer is 
simple. He looks askance on it: 
Somewhat as the scribe looked on the| 
‘wounded person on the road—he went 
by on the other side: as far away as 
possible it must be surmised. In 
book recently written by a visitor 
in Shanghal he makes the affirmation 
that there are old taipans here in 
Shanghai, who have been here 30) 
years, but who as yet know nothing| 
af the speech or the visible spec 
of the country. It may be coneludes| 
that they nave no opinion to give on 
the written word. 

But there are others who have some| 
acquaintance with the language. 
‘Those who have endeavoured 
study. the language and have some 
knowledge of it may have been 
shocked when they met with the mass| 
of strokes at first. But they went 
‘and traced one line after the other 
‘and by dint of practice and time and, 
4 feat of memory they did manage to. 
{find a more or less permanent lodge-| 
ment for many of these hieroglyphics| 
in the mind. But in course of time 
the order and method in the con 
struction of the words became ap- 
parent and the beauty of the struc- 
ture ‘appeared. At first when the 
blind ‘began to sce the impression 

‘as trees. It wos 
t first but after the eye brood~ 
‘over the complicated mass order

‘The structure of ‘this instrument 
contains matter of great value, ‘The 
process of ils evolution is a study 
full of interest. “Just think of st, The 
simple word window with which we 
are so familiar and the thousands of 
them we see every day. What im-| 
agination, what poetry went into 
the mantifacture of that word—win- 
dow. Tt comes into English from the 
‘Old Norse vindauga the eye of thal 
wind, What figure we may conjure 
up for ourselves the next time we| 
Took at a window. ‘That, simple ex- 
ample will help us to think of the 
old minds of China, that have di 
appeared long years ago, as thoy 
{ried to make visible speech for their 
people, ‘The script adds immensely| 
{o the influence of man. It may be 
Negro_or Latin or Chinese or Eng- 
ish, The more the extension the 
mote the practical value. Here {n 
this land there is the greatest ex- 
tension of all. Four or five hundred 
million people with 40,000 words nt 
command to express all thelr 
thoughts and ideas and with a flex-| 
ble script that can manufacture new| 
‘words at any time as they do to-day 
in the selentific world, 

‘Visible Speech 


Animals share with men the powat 
of making sounds but the mind of 
man alone can shape his sound 
thought and ideas into words. And 
when he discovered a way of making’ 
f@ Tecord of these in a visible form 
another great step in advance. He truly 
‘becomes the head of creation as the 
Chinese 

‘When the visible speech is made 
then it becomes possible to have 
books and libraries. As there are 
warehouses for grain for the body so 
there comes into existence the store-| 
houses. to furnish the mind. The 
path of progress are open. There ‘s| 
‘an ilimitable spossibility before the 
race. The gift of speech is @ natural 
endowment, ‘There has been training| 
fand development. But it has been| 
left to human Ingenuity to find a 
way for visible speech. This is the 
general way. Something is given by| 
endowment: the rest has to be won| 
by thought and effort 

In writing we see the mind expres- 
sing itself in visible forms. It sug- 
gested ways and the hand responded. 



























































gested to the hand to make a picture 
of what it saw the age of engineering} 
fhad begun. These objects. already| 
were called by names. What was 
Wanting was a visible representation.| 
The first step in the process was a 
pictorial one. ‘They made pictures of 
what they saw and knew by name.| 

‘The Chinese are lost in admiration 
of the Great Yu in his engineering| 
works in draining the country. He| 
carved a way through mountains| 
and led the waters through deep| 
channels. He was tanned by the| 
sun and his halr was daily combes| 
by the winds he encountered in his| 
work.” But he cleared the land and| 
made the waste places fruitful for| 
‘man, 

‘The pioneers of the early writing: 
those patient labourers in the study| 
fof human speech and the 1001 at-| 
tempts they made to find a way f 
mutual communication are not for 
gotten, They smoothed out a path| 
for man to cross distances and com-| 
munieate with each. other. In this| 
way, as Mr. Gilbert Murray says. 
they raised the path of civilization 9| 
little above the mud of existence. 

Who then did this pioneer work] 
‘and when was it done. As these are| 
unknown, tradition has invented a 
few stories and fletitious ideas to ac-| 
count for the marvellous accomplish- 
ment. There is the tradition of the| 
horse and the map thrown up from 
the river: there ‘Is the story of Li 
Shih and the tortoise. He saw the| 
Hines on the back of the tortoise and| 
these suggested the making of lines 
to form words. But these two instances| 
y only refer to the pa kus, the & 
Diagrams. ‘The other tradition is that| 
‘a man walking through a forest was| 
struck by the marks made by birds 
on the ground. But whatever was! 
the souree and whoever was the first 
to discover a method, whether it was| 
Fu Hsi or some one else a beginning 
had been made and i 2 visib 
speech was an accomplished fact. 


But the achievement was in danger: 
the writing was in peril. A standard) 
was needed. An authority on the| 
correct way was needed. So the frst 
dictionary was made. This is the well 
known Shuo Wen, This is a valu-| 
able contribution for stabilising th 
written word and preserving the uni 
formity of the picture and the purity| 
of the character. It has been used] 
in the writing of some of these!

‘The characters that we have now 
it must be remembered started wita| 
the picture of some concrete object. 
‘These are the foundation of the 
written form of the language we| 
have to-day.

‘The standard form Is the one most 
generally used in printing books and|

CHINESE FARMER'S 


MANY HANDICAPS 


Lawyers, Weddings, and Funerals: Reasons for 
Spread of Co-operative Movement in China 


‘The co-operative movement is ot 
growing and greatest importance to 
the welfare of China. Primarily an 
turban movement, it is of extraordin- 
ary importance ‘to farmers, offering 
them economic security, greiter social 
standards and better all around living 
conditions, This was brought out 
emphatically on Thursday evening by 
‘Mr, C, F. Strickland, formerly of the 
Indian Civil Service and a noted 
British authority on co-operation, at 
a special meeting called by the 
Shanghai office of the China Inter- 
national Famine Relief Commission, 
fand held in the library of the Shang- 
hal Commercial and Savings Bank. 
Already there are 10,000 of there 
societies in operation north of the 
Yangtze River, according to Mr. 
Strickland, who pointed out several 
times that membership in the socle- 
ties was purely voluntary and that 
the idea was to increase rather than 
Jetson the individualistic rights of the 
participant. He dwelt for the most 
art on the economic aspects of the 
Societies and practical methods of 
Snaneing, although he also described 
the work of the societies from a 
moral and social welfare standpoint. 











A Universal Problem 

During the past few months Mr. 
Strickland has visited Peking, Sian, 
and other rural centres to observe 
co-operative work and he based his 
alle on personal observations | in 
China as well as in Malay, Ceylon, 
Africa, and India, where he spent 
many years in directing co-operative 
soeletics. He sald:—"In al these coun- 
tries the problems of the farmer ar= 
the same. He suffers mostly either 
from debt of lack of ‘money. For 
co-operative work, however, the 
Chinese farmers offers the "most 
promising material.” 

‘Because a farmer is illiterate, it 1s 
no reason to believe that he is un- 
Intelligent or eannot be trusted, M: 
Strickland said, in pointing out the 
importance of honesty and thrift in 
carrying out the co-operative idea, 
He sald:—"A Chinese farmer is a 
man with far Keener economic 
senge than mest He has a great 
capacity for thrift and, except on| 
fone oF two occasions,’ such as a 
wedding or a funeral, he has a great 
‘sense of saving. 

‘Mr. Strickland urged a generous 
ending system whereby the poor 
farmer would be relieved of the 
necessity of borrowing from both 
‘bank and moneylender. The Jatter 
Institution he described, as a “yoke 
of irom oppressing them.” 


* Bank or Moneylender 


‘Suggesting that a co-opers 
‘group be established in each village 

















‘and the society spread over several 


villages as a union, and that even 
the ‘smallest hamlet have its own 
society to help the farmer to keep 
Out of debt and lay aside a litte 
‘money for old ago, he sald:—"A sound. 
financial co-operative programme is 
ecessary to finance the farmer for 
nonproductive as well as agricultural 
brotective purposes. Otherwise, he 
will have to visit the moneylender, 
fand, unless the farmer is out of the 
money lender's hands, the time will 
‘rome when he will have to choose 
between the bank and the money- 
Tender. ‘The former, which he uses 
vossibiy only once, will not be paid, 
while the " moneylender, who is 
Sought many times, will be the one 
who is repaid.” 

Mr. Strickland declared that it 
was possible to limit the non-produs- 
tive ‘expenditure of the farmer and 
(bat in India and Japan they have 
made efforts along’ this line which 
have been fairly” successful. ‘Tn a 
‘comparison between Chinese and 
Indian farmers he said:—"The hole 
in China is a different one, but it is 
the same size. In India, the greatest 
won-productive expenditure ‘of the 
farmer is either: the lawyer or the 
expensive wedding. In China, it is 
the elaborate funeral.” 





Lawyers, Weddings, Funerals 

Mr. Strickland pointed out that 
Indian farmers will consult a lawyer 
at the drop of a hat. A lawsuit will 
develop at the slightest excuse. This 
may happen in China unless it can 
be stopped before it gets well started. 
While in India elaborate weddings, 
with dancing girls, bands, and jewels, 
often bankrupt a family for ever, 
in China it is the expensive funeral 
that eats into his land and causes 
him “to lose it. Mr. Strickland 
believes that with a co-operative 
system this evil could be wiped out, 
because a man would be satisfied 
with a $90 funeral in place of a $200 
ceremony, providing, ‘of course, all 
others in’his group were limited to 
the same amount 

According to Mr. Strickland, it is 
possible to snake moral appeal. to 
Indian or Chinese farmers, which is 
Impossible in Europe. “So we can 
encourage also the forming of co- 
operative ‘better living societies 
which will work out the funerals 
and weddings on less expensive 
scales. Tt ig also possible through 
these societies to carry out a moral 
rejuvenation of the country.” 


‘A Comprehensive View 

All through the course of his an- 
alysis, Mr. Strickland mentioned the 
necessity of looking at the whole 
Ife of the farmer and not trom 
merely a dollar-end-cents point of 
view as to how much money a farmer

STANDARD OF LIVIN 
STUDIED 





Bureau of Social Affairs’ 
New Publication 


From an inquiry which covered a 
period of twelve months, and which 
delved into the lives of 305 working 

8 familles, the Bureau of Social 
Affairs of the Municipality of Greater 
Shanghai, gathered the data from 
which they have published a volume 
entitied “Standard ‘of Living of 
Shanghai Labourers.” 


‘The study begins with a detailed 
account of the composition of the 
members of these 305 families. A 
‘careful analysis of their income and 
expenditure is given, with special 
stress on different types of expendi- 
ture that go to make up the daily 
Fequirements of the families. Food 
‘occupies, as is natural here, the chief 
item’ in the lst. An extensive 
collection of facts and a careful 
resentation of figures are combined, 
‘making this ‘work very valuable to 
those Interested in social research. 
It is pointed out by the bu~au that, 
whereas in Western countries in 
vestigations into the conditions of 
ving of labourers date from the 
early 19% century, investigations 
ocally did not begin until 1927 and 
1928 when they were conducted by 
the former Bureau of Markets. The

Exhortation Not to Buy 
Japanese Goods 


“Down with the rinning dogs of 
imperialists,” and “up with the 
hammer and. sickle."—these and 
other slogans of their ilk are popu- 
lar in Communist propaganda found 
in Shanghai from time to time by 
inquisitive detectives. Many of the 
remarks printed in propaganda leaf. 
ets have become monotonous 
through repetition in the past few 
years. 

To the ordinary slogans others have 
been added in recent years, and an 
anti-Japanese campaign has been 
‘brought in. A recent raid by French 
Concession Police resulted in the dis- 
covery of literature which, not for 
the first time, combined a pro-Comh- 
munist with ‘an anti-Japanese cam- 
paign. 

“Form a Chinese.army to march 
to the norihi” “Down with the 
Japanese!" “From red organizations 
to combat the Japanese!” Slogans 
of this type were common in the 
pamphlets seized: there was an- 
other exhortation—"Refuse to buy 
‘Japanese goods!” 

Here came a quaint inconsistency. 
For, amongst the litter of books and 
papers, the Police discovered—with 
the duplicating machine, employed 
for the production of the seized leaf- 
lets—Japanese stencis!

Divorce Action Halted 

“I do not regard the witness as re~

divorce in the ease of K. W. Davidson. 
vs, R. H, Davidson. 

‘The ‘petitioner, Mrs. Kathleen 
‘Winifred Davidson, represented by Mr. 
‘M, Blumfeld Brown of Messrs. Platt 
White-Cooper & Co, asked for a 
decree nisi to be granted trom the 
respondent and the custody of their 
three children, Mr, Brown told Judge 
‘Mossop that the petitioner was living 
at present in British Columbia, 
Canada, having been separated trom 
her husband since May 4, 1992. She 
petitioned for a divorce on inform: 
tion given to her by her solicitors, 
Messrs. Platt, White-Cooper & Co, In 
support of the petition Mr. Brown 
Fead out an aM@davit signed by the 
petitioner. 

‘The respondent, Mr, Robert Huntley 
Davidson is a chartered accountant at 
present resident in Shanghai. He ap- 
eared in court that day having been 
subpoenaed by Mr. Browr for the 
Purpose of giving evidence of being 
Aomiciled in China, Mr. Ranald 
McDonald held a watching brief on 
behalf of the respondent. 

‘The only witness called that day 











was a Russian detective who was de- |di 


tailed to watch and report on the 
movements of the respondent, In his 
evidence he stated that the alleged 
‘adultery took place at the Embassy 
Hotel on the night of July 14. "The 
name of the woman with whont the 
respondent was alleged to have com- 
mitted adultery was not disclosed in 
court, 

‘Judge Mossop commenting on the 
evidence of the detective sald to Mr. 
‘Brown: “I am not satisfied in this par- 
ticular ‘ALT have is this man’ 
story without any corroboration. You 
hhave to satisfy me misconduct took 
place on July 14, and 1, sitting as a 
Jury, am not satistied.” Judge Mossop 
sald he was quite willing to adjourn 
the case sine die or if Mr. Brown 
preferred he Would dismiss the 
petition and leave Mr. Brown as re~ 
resenting the petitioner, the option to 
Uuppeal.

Suicide Verdict Returned 

Death, by suicide, caused by 
veronal’ sel{-administered was the 
verdict returned by the U. S. 
Coroner, Mr. William T. Collins, 
on Saturday ‘morning after hearing 
evidence concerning the deat ot 
Mrs, Rolf Audouard. Dr. William K. 
Nance first testified that he had 
attended Mrs. Audouard at the 
‘Country Hospital where he found 
ber suflering from acute veronal 
Poisoning. Mrs. Audouard did not 
Tegain consciousness after admission 
to the hospital, and the doctor had 
signed a death certificate giving 
acute veronal poisoning as the cause 
of death. 

Mr. Rolf Audouard, husband of the 
deceased next gave evidence. He 
fave his address as Lone 20, House 
12, Seymour Road, and sild that he 
married the deceased, who had 
retained her American citizenship, 
on July 18, 1901. His testimony 
disclosed that he had not seen his 
wife since 10 am. on the 26th when 
bbe asked her if she would have tiffin 
with him, At that time, he declared, 
‘she had declined on the’ grounds that 
‘she was “not up to it” He described 
finding her apparently suffering {rom | 
poisoning and taking her to hospital.

Common Upper Limit 

"2. (A) In consonance with the 
spirit of disarmament, the said com-

"2, (B) In order to render 
aificult for any Power to attack 
‘another but easy to defend itself, 
offensive arms should be totally 
abolished or drastically reduced, and 
Gefensive arms adequately provided. 

“tn the light of these basic. prin-

‘Of this intention, the British and 
‘American ‘Governments were given 
fairly early and clear intimation, The 
Japanese Government, however, an- 
ious to conduct the ‘negotiations in 
concert with the Powers concerned 
invited all of them to give such joint 
notice, 

Invitation Which Was Rejected 

“It was only when those Powers 
failed to accept the invitation that 
Jour Government decided to act alone 
Jand gave notice to the Goyernment 
fof the United States of its intention 
to terminate the Washington treaty 
in conformity with the stipulations 
under Article XXIII. Each contract 
ing Power has, of course, a legal 
right to give stich notice, ‘which is 
explicitly provided for in that instru- 
ment. 

“The present step taken by the 
‘Japanese Government is only a logical 
‘outcome of our fundamental policy 
‘which aims at the conclusion of another 
act to supersede the Washington 
treaty. Our Government desires fer~ 
vvently to arrive at an_ agreement 
Which is just and fair for all the 
parties concerned and entirely in 
Accord with the spirit of disarmament. 

“We are prepared, ‘despite’ tho 
termination of the Washington Treaty, 
to pursue, with undiminished zeal, 
{friendly negotiations with other 
Powers, 

“So far from entertaining the 
slightest wish to enlarge her arma- 
ments, Japan endeavours to promote 
the cause of peace by establishing the 
principle of non-menace and non- 
aggression through the suppression of 
‘drastic reduction of offensive weapons 
of war. It is her firm beliet that, 
‘when the other Powers, appreciating 
‘the essential fairness’ of Japan's 
claims, consent to make a sweeping

OBITUARY 


Mr. M. Adachi 


Amsterdam, Dec. 28. 

‘The career of one of Japan's most 
outstanding diplomats ‘and jurists 
was ended with the death here to- 
ay, at the age of 65, of Mr. 
‘Minelchiro “Adachi, whe ‘had been 
President of the International Court 
of Justice at The Hague since 1931.

‘Mr. Adach! was appointed Minister 
tc Belgium in 1917 and was one of 
the Japanese delegates to the Peace 
Conference at Paris. He was made 
3 member of the Commission for the 
Execution of the Peace Treaties and 
‘also served on the committee of 
jurists appointed for the purpose of 
rafting the Statutes of the Perman- 
‘ent Court of International Justice, of 
which he was to become President 
in 1981, 

‘At Geneva, Mr, Adachi served on 
various commissions, mostly those 
Gealing with questions of interna- 
tional law, and in’ 1921 represented 
his country as principal delegate to 
the League of Nations. This import- 
/ant position he oceupled without in- 
eruption till 1990, acting the while 
a5 a delegate to several conferences, 
neluding the General Labour Con: 
ference in 1923, of which he was presi- 
dent. In 1925, he was made presi- 
Jdent’ of the Permanent  Commitiee 
for the Conciliation of International 
Disputes instituted by Poland, 
Esthonia, Latvia and Finland. 

In 1927, Mr, Adachi was appointed 
Japanese’ Ambassador at Paris and, 
Tour years later, crowned a brilliant

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A RETROSPECT 
By Turasytios 


‘When the full story of the year 
which is passing comes to be told, 
and its incidents fitted into correct 
historical perspective it is likely 
that it will rank as one of the 
most important twelve months of 
recent times. That it has been a 
perlod of "great anxiety goes 
without saying; that the: reper- 
cussions of some of its crises have 
not yet completely died away is 
equally obvious, On constructive 
Uines decisions have been arrived 
‘at which may have important 
effects in the near future, while 
from an economic point of view it 
must be said that if the world is 
no better off than it was this time 
last year, it certainly is no worse 
while in’ isolated instances there 
are countries which are able to 
congratulate themselves on definite 
signs of betterment, All in all, 
however, it has undoubtedly been 
an eventful year, especially for 
Great Britain. Not only has there 
been a definite improvement in the 
economic position of the United 
Kingdom, but there are indications 
that the’ Improvement which has 
been achieved is likely to be per- 
manent and a basis for further 
development when the betterment 
of world conditions permits of it. 
eee 
Perhaps one of the most spectacu- 
Jar instances of this is to be 
found’ in the decision to go ahead 
with the completion of the big 
vessel, known as the Queen Mery, 
work on which was stopped in 
1931 at the time of the great 
national crisis. ‘The ship eventual 
ly took to the water on Septem- 
ber 26, and it is expected tnat 
within @ comparatively short while 
it will be competing with other 
vessels in quick trans-Atlantic 
passages. British Naval Estimates 
were increased during the year by 
almost £3,000,000 while the deci- 
fon of the government conside:

We uneasiness over the matter of 
defence, and the readiness of the 
Government to face the fact that

Politically in the United King- 
dom the position of the National 
Government underwent consider- 
able change, and there are grave 
_ doubts expressed as to exactly how 
it would fare at a parliamentary 
general election. ‘This may be 
considered to arise out of the usual 
reaction against. the party in 
power, which has undoubtedly 
contributed to the spectacular suc- 
cesses of the Socialists at the 
municipal elections, and also the 
ivision amongst the supporters of 
the National Government, and the 
schism which appears’ tu by 
developinig over the question of 
the future of India in connection 
with which, Mr. Baldwin secured 
80 signal triumph towards the 
end of the year. Landmarks, a 
few in number have disappeared 
during the year, including the 
Waterloo Bridge which after years 
‘of discussion has ultimately passed 
into the hands of the breakers and 
is in process of destruction to 
make way for a more up-to-date 
bridge. The huge Mersey tunnel 
was duly completed and opened by 
the King on July 18 Their 
Majesties had, indeed, an excep- 
tionally busy year which cul- 
minated in the elaborate wedding 
of Prince George to Princess 
Marina of Greece on November 29. 
In the Law Courts some important 
legal actions were decided, not the 
east important of which ‘was the 
action for libel which was brought 
by Princess Youssoupoff arising 
out of a film based on the carcer 
of Rasputin, in which she collect- 
ed very substantial damages A 
change was made in the controt of 
the Salvation Army, Commander 
Evangeline Booth being elected to 
succeed General Higgins, who re- 
tired. Coineldent with the change 
the appearance of a new book on 
General William Booth, the found- 
er, is lkely to add consider 

















ably to the discussion over the 
retirement of General Bramwell 
Booth, about which there is still 
much’ controversy. Unemploy- 
ment in Great Britain showed 
some improvement over the pre- 
vious year, though the fear has 
been expressed that unemployed to 
the number of two million must 
in the future be regarded as a 
normal symptom, Trade proved 
steady, with plenty of evidence as 
to its ‘internal healthiness. Parlia~ 
ment has been exceptionally busy 
during the year and the Govern 
ment succeeded in passing several 
‘controversial measures, the most 
important of which—the anti 
betting Act—comes into force on 
Tuesday. 

Abroad the story’ of the year 
borders on the tragic. Political 
uneasiness has prevailed practical 
ly the whole time in France from 
the time of the formation of M. 
Daladier’s Cabinet: the riots in 
Paris of February 5 and 6: the 
recall of M. Doumergue to form a 
Government and his eventual 
downfall: and the succession to 
office of M. Flandin, who is still 
in office. France lost a notable 
statesman in the person of M. 
Raymond Poincaré, who died on 
October 15. France was generally 
exercised concerning the reports 
on the rearming of Germany, 
while there was also great per- 
turbation of the fear of trouble in 
the Saar district in connection with 
the forthcoming plebiscite, which 
in December was considerably 
allayed by the decision of Great 
Britain to contribute largely to an 
international force to be sent into 
the district for the purpose ‘of 
‘maintaining peace. 

Negotiations which have pro- 
ceeded between Germany and 
France in this connection indicate 
that there is now a possibility of 
the plebiscite going through without 
trouble, as contingent problems 
have been settled by agreement. 
‘The last months of the year were 
overelouded by the assassination in 
Marseilles of King Alexander of 
‘Yugo-Slavia, and M. Barthou, 
French Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, who were both shot when 
riding ‘through Marseilles, on the 
landing of the former ‘for the 
purpose of making a visit to 
Paris to discuss outstanding Yugo- 
Slav—French questions. The 
tragedy aroused a great deal of 
feeling, arid while it has been pre- 
vented’ for the moment from 
developing more sinister aspects, 
there are still features about it 
which must for a time give ground 
for uneasiness. 











In Germany the execution of 
van de Lubbe, convicted of fring 
the Reichstag ‘building took place 
on January 10. Herr Hitler flew 
to Italy to confer with Signor 
Mussolini, the results of the meet- 
ing not eventually proving to be 
entirely satisfactory to the latter. 
June 30.saw the commencement of 
Hitler’s Purge in which a large 
number of Germans lost their 
lives. Marshal von Hindenburg, 
the President of the Reich, died on 
August 2, and shortly thereafter 
Herr Hitler combined the office 
thus vacant with his own, obtain- 
ing tfie approval of the German 
people of such a step in a referen- 
dum which was held subsequently. 

Developments in the United 
States in conection with the New 
Deal were fairly rapid. Early in 
the year the President fixed the 
value of the U.S. dollar at 59 per 
cent. of its former value, and on 
August 9 nationalized silver with 
the intention of increasing its 
value eventually to US$1.29 per 
ounce. There were one or two 
important strikes during the year, 
the longshoremen’s strike and 
‘that of the textile workers, but in 
the end both were settled’ though 
no small amount of damage was 
done to trade. A general review 
‘of the situation in the United 
States seems to support the 
belief that, though undoubtedly 
Progress has been made towords 
rehabilitating the fortunes of the 
population of the United States, 
much has still to be done to com- 
plete the improvement. There are

Committee of the Kuomintang which 
had opened at Nanking on Janvary 
20. At that gathering which General

In Austria the year proved a 
Jdramatic one. Vienna had been the 
jseat of much disorder and anxiety 
when on February 12, martial law 


jwas declared. On May 1 the 
country was declared to be a 
Fascist state, and though the 


activities of the Nazis in and out 
lof Austria were the source of con- 
siderable embarrassment to Dr. 
Dollfuss's government, it was ex- 
pected that with the support of 
Italy, who would not tolerate any- 
thing resembling a move towards 
the German Anschluss plans, he 
would be able to establish a rather 
more permanent form of govern- 
ment than up to that time had 
jexisted. Unfortunately, the dimi- 
nutive Chancellor was murdered 
by Nazis on July 25, being suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Schussnigg, who. at 
any rate for the time being scems 
to have established a government 
able to control Austria. 


It would be impossible to leave 
tu retrospect of the year without 
reviewing some of the more out- 
standing achlevements. In Great 
Britain a decided step has been 
taken towards securing a constitu- 
tional government for India. ‘There 
ls still an enormous amount of 
work to be done, but definite pro- 
gress has been made. Russia's 
Jentry Into the League of Nations 
fhelps in a great measure to repair 
the damage done by the secession 
of Japan and Germany. Between 
Japan and Russia a better atmos- 
phere appears to prevail, chiefly 
[because the question of the sale of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway 
lappears to be in a fair way to- 
[wards settlement. 

Against these must be set 
off “the failure of the naval 
parleys in London, due to 
the insistence by Japan on equality 
with Great Britain and the United 
States. At the time of writing it 
does not appear that there is much 
‘chance for ultimate success, though 
the negotiations between Great 
Britain and Japan may still obtain 
some concessions which would 
make resumption of the confer- 
fences possible. Taken all in all, 
the year may not have been en- 
tirely an unhappy one. The pro- 
gress towards peace may not be 
wholly satisfactory, but incidents 
have unfortunately occurred 
which threw Europe almost to. the

‘Amoy and Foochow, with the c 
operation of naval forces under 
Vice Admiral Chen Chi-liang, vere 
reoccupled on January 15, Mr. 
Eugene Chen and other oMcials of 
the rebel “government” saw that the 
game was up and escaped to Hong- 
Kong on January 17, ‘The rebellion 
was officially declared at an end on 
January 28. General Chen Yi was 
appointed Governor of Fuklen and 
‘Mr, Sun Hsi-wen Commissioner of 
Reconstruction, ‘Ten thousand In- 
bourers were ‘sent into Fukien to 
‘assist in restoring the devastated 
areas. Meanwhile, the 19th Route 
‘Army had Been turned out of 
Changchow, the rebel headquarters 
which surrendered to the Govern- 
ment troops on January 21, Remnants 
of the defeated troops, nobly 
the G0th Division, stubbornly held 
out at Lungyen.

Urement Into private life, by way 
of Peking and Shanghai effected. 

“Grey” Bandit’s Escapade 

More devastating was the 
| ing escapade of a former “grey” gen- 
eral and bandit, Liu Kue-tang who 
with hardly more than 2,000 troops 
managed to harry Chihll, Honan and 
finally Shantung—his former hunting 
ground—for something like four 
‘months, in spite of the fact that 200,~ 
} 000 troops were nominally garrison- 
ing the area of his adventures, He 
actually showed signs of making for 
Loyang with the apparent object of 
linking up with the Reds in North 
[Seechuan. He doubled on his tracks 
to enter Shantung where finally his 
band was dispersed by the personal 
direction of his old enemy General 
Han Fu-chu, on April 22. Liu Kuel- 
tang was ten reported to have 
escaped two days later on a Japanese 
steamer to Manchoukuo. 

‘The death of the Dalai Lama in 
1923, had stimulated interest _ in 
Chinese relations with Tibet. Th 
Panchen Lama's position as the chiet 
ecclesiastical authority ted to negotia~ 
tions for his return to Lhasa. On 
April 23 a Tibetan delagation arrived: 
there to give him a formal invitation. 
He was still in China when the year 
ended, but in the meantime Genera 
Huang Mu-sung, representing the 
Chinese Government, visited Tibet 
‘and on June 29 was met by a de- 
legation from Lhasa. There, Generai 
Huang paid respects to the memory 
‘of the late Dalai Lama and starte 
back on his journey to Nanking by 
way of India on November 28. It 
was reported in August that a few 
infant Dalai Lama had been dis~ 
covered and been taken to Lhasa for 
the. time-honoured ceremonies, 

The persistent struggles between 
the war-lords of Szechuan bad 
allowed the Communists, under a 
determined leader, Hsu Hsiang-chen, 
to establigh themselves in the North 
of that-Province. When finally Gen- 
eral Litt Hsiang asserted his domin- 
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ance in Szechuan’s provincial aftaire 
‘he found that the task of re 
construction, already dimeult in a 
Province taxed for twenty years or 
more anedd, had been gravely _jeo=| 
pardized by the overwhelming 
strength of the Red forces. By the 
‘end of the ytar the situation was 50 
grave that General Liu Hsiang had 
to pay a special visit to Nanking to 
consult the Generalissimo. ‘The a 
feat of the Kiangsi Reds and the 
failure of Canton to keep the cor- 
don had aggravated Szechuan's ¢an— 
ger, for the fugitives made good 
thelr escape by Hunan—where Ho 
Lung, of Han River notoriety, was 
still at Jarge—and thence into’ Sze- 
ehuan.

China's relations with Japan deve- 
oped during the year on the lines of 
‘a working understanding which was 
not confled to affairs in the North, 
Mention has already been made of 
General Huang Fu's loyal but astute 
reconciliation of Nanking’s interests 
with avoidance of action calculated to 
antagonize the dominant Japanese 
Influences at Peking. General Han 
Fu-chu in maintaining a firm grip of 
‘Shantung continued to observe close 
ilaison with the Japanese authorities 
It was further noticeable that Ger 
ral Yen Hsl-shan, commonly reputed 
to command Japanese support in 
Shansi, hospitably entertained Gen- 
eral Chiang Kal-shek on the latter's 
visit to the North in the autumn, 
But, in the Capital itself, the Gov- 
erninent pursued a careful policy of 
realism and little was heard of the 
previously marked anti-Japanese 
hostility. Cordial encouragement of 
this attitude was forthcoming trom 
the Japanese Minister, Mr. Arlosh!

Kuramoto’s disappearance, Mean. 
while the Chinese Police did all 
they could to solve the mystery. 
‘On June 13 Mr. Kuramoto was  dis- 
covered.

League Reports 

China's relations with the League 
of Nations led during the year to the 
issue of two more important reports 
by experts who had visited this 
country. Dr. Rajchman, the accre- 
dited technical expert from the 
League completed his report on 
April 1. Dr. Rajchman’s recom~ 
‘mendations were framed to secure 
China's more extended and intensive 
‘use of the League's technical organt~ 
zations. Sir Arthur Salter's Revort 
appeared in the following month. 
‘The result of a three-months visit, it

‘dressed to” the National Feonomle 
Council, China's depression was at- 
tributed by Sir Arthur to currency 
deflation, the Manchurian trouble, 
Communist disorders and disturbed 
conditions in Szechuan, Sinkiang 
Fukien, So, in the winter of 1991-32, 
China passed from a period of 
moderate prosperity into severe and 

depression. ‘The report 
‘a mitigating factor of con 
siderable promise the increase of 
Tight industries operating in small

‘of specialized industrial products. 
‘That was the only bright spot: suc- 
cessive disasters had been sapping 
the general economic system. ‘The 
legacy of past conflict in taxation 
was. constantly increasing and the 
Burden of Provincial land taxation 
had been enhanced greatly since 
1027 and was all the heavier owing 
to the low prices and the depressed 
conditions of agricultural produc~ 
ton. 











Currency Problems 

‘The report dealt at length with 
the Balance of Trade and the cur. 
reney problem on which it express- 
‘ed opinions to which it seemed un. 
fortunate that the Government did 
pot pay heed when it addressed itself 
fo the task of coping with the export 
of silver in September. The argu- 
ments adduced by Sir Arthur Salter 
to discourage any artificial control of 
currency in China may be fudged 
from ‘tte fact that he advised the 
improvement of the balance of trade 
by the slow or “long term” remedy 
of reducing the need for imports of 
‘commodities like cotton, wheat ond 
rice and increasing exports of such 
hhational- products as tea, silt and by 
abolishing export duties. 

‘Sir Arthur came to the conclusion 
that in the political and military 
situation was to be found the root 
fof China's di Mculties. The strain 
hhad been increased by Japaa in 
‘Manchuria in 1931, in Shanghai in 
1992 and in Jehol in 1933. The re- 
port went on-to point out that” if 
China's external relations were such 








as to involve large military preper 
tions for defence; or if the internal 
conflct were resumed, it was difl- 
ult to see how the essential condi- 
tions of substantial progress could be 

tained. Improved external rela 
tions and the peaceful combination 
of unifleation with devolution might 
enable finances to be placed on a 
sound basis. 


Railways and Roads 
‘The report recommended the early 
use of foreign capital to develop 
economic resources and the reform 
‘of the revenue system so as 10 
relieve the farmer of wasteful and 
inequitable burdens, such as the 
land tax. in its present form. A 
noteworihy feature of the report was 
lis insistence on railway extension 
‘and railway reform. It considered 
railways preferable to roads for the 
main framework of the communtca 
tions and it laid down valuable 
principles for guidance in devising 
programmes for developing com~ 
‘munteation generally. In fact, th 
document which Sir Arthur Salter 
presented covered the whole ground 
‘of China economic reconstruction 
‘and was generally hailed as a most.

The funds under the control of the 
Board were to be employed to 
establish an endowment for the re~ 
habilitation of rallways and for con- 
structive works in the form of loans, 
‘while the Interest of § per cen‘. on 
the loans was to be used for the 
subvention of educational enterprises. 
‘The Interest up to June 30, 1934, 
amounted to $1,397,589. The ‘Bot 
fon the recommendation of the Ed\ 
cational Sub-Committee, had decided 
fo spend a round sum’ of $1,200,000 
fon various subsidies and to create 
special reserve fund for the work of 
special education with an amount of 
$130,000. The subsidies included 
grants to the National Central 
Museum, the provision of six profes 
sorships for various universities, and 
‘subsidies to a large number of edu- 
‘cational institutions, scholarships for 
study in Groat Britain, 31 students 
being sent in 1934, and prizes for 
certain educational achievements. 121 
requisitions for subsidies were re- 
ceived, involving expenditure of 
56,000,000. A grant was made of 
$400,000 a year for a special subvidy 
to the bandit-ridden districts of 
‘Kiangsi in order to assist in the work 
‘of rehabilitation.

In June instructions were issued 
to the Post Office that the monthly 
review, “Oriental Affairs”, edited by 
Mr. H. G. W. Woodhead, 'was to be 
refused postal facilities.

Shanghat’s 1934 
For Shanghai the year was one In 
‘whlch depression deepened to ox- 
treme’ acuteness. ‘The uncertainty 
over silver and, above all, the cen~ 
eral_world position caused a miark~ 
‘ed falling off in trade. ‘This was not 
mitigated by marked activity in cer- 
tain local industries—mainly miscel- 
Taneous textiles. Nor was the tur- 
ther ereetion of large apartment 


























houses, hotels and other considerable 


dwellings taken to reflect 
Indeed toward the end 

‘a drastic reduction in 
rents was expected, owing to the 
een competition among the owners 
of apartment houses and the like. 

‘The exchange position was another 
unfavourable factor. Reference is 
made to it elsewhere, On 
January 9 the native Interest 
vate stood at Tis, 07 per Ts 
1,000. On July 10 the native in~ 
teresis rate was Tis, 95 
Shanghai Power Company Deben- 
tures stood at 100% on January 5, at 
102% on July 6, at 93 on December 
14 ‘The ‘native interest rate on 
December 14—atter having under- 
gone extraordinary —fluetuations— 
stood at Tis. 30, Theso figures show 
that for Shanghai the depression 
really began to set in the Autumn 
and at the close of the year was 
serfous. Apart from the Govern 
ment’s curroney difficulties to which 
reference is made elsewhere, Shi 
hal was feoling the effect of inflated 
and values and the apparently im- 
pending process of reconciling 
values to the new and lower rates of 
income was viewed with some ap- 
prehenston. 

Mr. A. D. Bell, the Chairman of 
the Shanghai Municipal Council, re~ 
tired at the end of the Municipal 
year, owing to his intention of tak 
Ing home leave. ‘Mr. Bell returned to 
|Shanghal in October. Mfr. H.E, Arnhold 
and Brigadier-General E. B! Mac- 
naghten were Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman of the new Council elect 
ed by the annual election of rete 
payers. Mr. J. H. Liddell was elect 
ed to be a member of the Council to 
fill the vacaney created by Mr. Bell's 
retirement. Mr. J. W. Carey was 
elected in place of Mr. ¥. J. Raven 
who also was taking home leave. Mr. 
Carney had formerly sat on th 
Couneil. The Chinese representatives 
were the same as in the previous 
year. except that Mr. Eugene Kiang 
was returned in the place of Me. T. 
TT. D. Woo. 

Municipal Orchestra 

At the annual meeting of the 
Ratepayers, on April 18, proposal 
to abolish the Municipal Orchestra 
was rejected, but it was announced 
that. the Orchestra's programmes 
‘would be “popularized” and expenses 
reduced. 

Mr. P, W. Massey resigned his 
membership of the Council on being 
‘appointed chairman of the Rickshaw 
Board. In his place the Council 
‘co-opted Mr. W. P. Lambe, who had 
formerly served on the Couneil in 
many capacities. The publication of 
{he Rickshaw Committee's report on 
February 13 was an important event 
‘of the year. The Committee, pre- 
Sided over by Mr, P. W. Massey, 
consisted of Mr. H. Berents, Me. E. 
JF. Harris, Mr. 8. ¥. Kiang and Mr. 
‘ML Thomas Tehou. Its report reveal 
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‘ed a serlous stato of affairs in the 
rickshaw industry and its main con 
clusions pointed to the existence of 
abuses which involved the exploita- 
tlon of the rickshaw pullers by the 
Hongs. 
‘The Rickshaw Board 
"Thé Council decided to set uo a 
Rickshaw Board, of which Mr. 
‘Massey was the first chainnan ond 
the other members were Mr. M. 7. 
‘Tehou and Mr. Anson T. Wong. The 
adoption of thirteen out of the six. 
teen recommendations of the Massey 
Committee was announced by the 
Council on March 21, ‘The creation 
of a Board was a departure trom the 
Committee's proposals for the or~ 
ganization of a Council-managed 
rickshaw company. ‘THe Board has 
been charged with the duty of 
issuing and cancelling licences for 
public and private rickshaw pullers. 
‘The Rickshaw Hongs strenuously 
‘opposed the new scheme and thelr 
‘opposition at one time gave tise 10 
what threatened to be 'a deadlock. 
Disturbances "among the rickshaw: 
pullers actually occurred on August 
9 and for two days the rickshaw in 
dustry was paralysed. Damage to the 
extent of $50,000 was done to rick- 
shaws by saboteurs, Arrests were 
‘made and the situation was restored 
to normality. However, the Board 
managed to combine firmness with 
tact and by the end of the year the 
co-operation of the Hongs and pull- 
ers was gradually being developed. 
Public opinion was much roused 
by the revelations of the Massey 
Report and there were signs of Im- 
patience from erities who considered 
that the exploitation of the pullers 
should "be Incontinently stopped, re 
gardless of the consequences. ' The 
Rickshaw Board and the Counelt be. 
‘bound to take a wider 
view, In the Interests of the rate- 
payers and the Settlement generally.

‘the Commissioner of Public Works 
the Couneil decided to authorize the 
Commissioner of Police, when on 
Jone leave in 1935, to. study trate 
conditions in other cities and to 
obtain sidviee as to the advantanes 
of engaging a trame expert or utiliz= 
Ing the services of an officer already 
in the Police Foree. Meanwhile, 
various changes were made by the 
Police Department in the marshal- 
ling of trate in order to mitigate 
the congestion, and the Public Works 
Department, by its street widenine 
‘and other improvements, contributed 
algo to the reliet of the congestion. 
Double-decker buses appeared on. 
the streets of Shanghal during the 
year for the flret time. Drastic new

‘At the Ratepayers’ meeting on 
“April 18, the Counell was authorized 
to borrow $15,600.000, Of this sum 
suibeerlotion for $7,000,000 debentures 
fat 102%. bearing interest at 5 per 
cent, and redeemable at par in 1964 
or at the ontion of the Council in 
1044, was invited on May 31.

temperature of 954. The first 
twenty-two days of the “wove” 
averaged exactly 100 for the

Scon's Book. The Life and Midenall- 
‘Metbourne Flight of C. W. A. Scott. 
‘Told by Himself. Hodder & Stough: 
ton, London. 7/6 

With the world still ringing the 
praises of the winners of the Mel- 
bourne Air Race, which brought the 
JAustralian city within three days’ 
laying time of London, the auto- 
biography of the principal figure in 
the flight, C. W. A. Scott, who wos 
Jaccompanied ‘by T. Campbell Black, 
is very timely. In fact, it is such a 
short time since the flight was made 
Jand the winners returned to London 
Jonly a few days ago, that the pub-

k. Like the air dash to Melbourne 
Jwhich transformed all modern ideas 
lof transportation, the book similarly 
transforms ideas of publication for the 
compiler, Mr. John Leggitt, and the 
publishers, had it completed and on 
ithe market before Scott had returned 
trom Melbourne.

Jand on November 18, 1923, when he 
obtained his “wings” a great airman 
was in the process of creation. 

His career in the R.A. F. was tem- 
estuous. to say the least. He received 
Jan intensified training although his 
first flight ended in disaster. He 
learnt night flying, aerobatics, parti- 
Jcipated in the Wembley exhibition 
Jexercises, flew new machines with an 
audacity that astonished his comrades 
‘and cost some of thelr lives when 
they attempted to emulate him—and 
had an unusual number of crashes 
which caused his commander to shake

Scott decided on Australia for his

‘The flight was based on 
fa hard business deal but it was ins 
pired by adventure and succeeded 
Leaving Lympne aerodrome on April 
1, 1931, after financial diticulties 
smoothed out by his father and 
lencouraging tolerance of the manti- 
facturers, he flew the Moth to Sydney 
jn nine "days, beating Kingsford- 
‘Smith's record and receiving a wel- 
lcome which revealed to him the warm 
Jadmiration of the Australian people 
for his feat.
